A GRIM reminder of the perils that be­ 
set little children in the home if supplied 
by the burning to death of five, the eldest 
aged nine. while left alone in the family 
trailer in West Virginia. How the trailer 
caught fire is not known, but the assumed 
cause was the explosion or upsetting of an 
oil heater. 
Though it's hard to believe, a survey 
some years ago showed that accidents ac­ 
counted for as many deaths of children as 
occurred from the nine diseases most com­ 
monly fatal to those of tender years. It led 
the Federal Children’s Bureau to make ac­ 
cident prevention first in its child health 
program. 
According to National Safety Council rec­ 
ords, 8.000 children, none more than four 
years old, were fatal accident victims last 
year. Of the total 5,000, or 70 per cent, suf­ 
fered death in their homes. The four prin­ 
cipal caus es were burns, suffocation (bed 
clothes, pillows), poisoning and fads. Fire­ 
arms in the home took 150 young lives. 
How mav 
this heavy annual toll be 
lessened? 
There is no offhand answer. 
Doubtless lack of parental vigilance is 
sometimes responsible, but in the major­ 


i t y of cases the innate curiosity and de­ 
structiveness of children is probably the 
major factor. For the creeping child con­ 
stant watchfulness is the only solution. 
That and training in self-protection as 
soon as he is old enough to comprehend 
where danger lurks, as in approaching too 
close to a hot stove and in playing with 
matches, would save many from injury 
and death. 


The death of Senator Kenneth Wherry,

Senator Owen Brewster, a New Englander I 
of rare political skill and party devotion. 
Ordinarily, his leadership would be accept­ 
able, but now the Eisenhower forces are 
likely to oppose Brewster lest they add an­ 
other notch to Taft’s gun. 
Republicans generally do not want this 
sort of quarrel before the convention. It is j 
a quarrel over nothing, for as of the mo- j 
ment the minority leadership is hardly im- j 
portant. In the Senate, Taft will lead his 
party anyhow. 
In a free society things do happen that 
the politicians cannot control. Efforts to 
realign the parties continue as though that, 
were within the realm of possibility. C on-; 
venations on the subject are interminable 
and each conversationalist has a new and 
brilliant gimmick to get around the organ­ 
izational and legalistic handicaps. 
What seems to have been forgotten is 
that the United States remains a federation 
of 48 sovereign states, each one of which , 
controls the election within that state. To ! 
many citizens, the state and local election 
is as important as the national election. 


Furthermore, senators and representa-1 
tives are not elected on a national but a 
state level. The citizen votes for them to 
represent him in the federal government 
but he votes for them as state personal-! 
ities. New' York is represented, for in­ 
stance, in the United States Senate by Ir­ 
ving Ives and Herbert Lehman, local char- j 
actors, v ho could not be elected to a n y -1 
thing, say, in Tennessee or Texas. Similar­ 
ly, such a person as Wayne Morse could 
not carry Ohio where he would not fit, 
he being more suited to the British parlia­ 
ment as a back-bencher for the Latyor 
Party.

DIET A N D H EALTH 


A Common Intestinal Parasite 
Often Found In Young Children 


•y HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 


BECAUSE so m any m others 
still w rite to me about pinw orm s, 
it is th o u g h t advisable to bring 
p aren ts up to date on th e subject. 
T here are a num ber of different 
kinds of worms w hich m ay get 
into th e hum an body and cause 
serious and annoying sym ptom s. 
Probably th e m ost com m on form 
of worm infection is pinw orm in ­ 
fection. 
C hildren of school age and even 
th e preschool youngster m ay b e ­ 
come infested. T he in festatio n 
occurs w hen th e eggs of th e 
worm s are swallowed. These eggs 
m ay be on food which h as becom e 
contam inated or m ay be picked 
up from an o th er person’s m outh 
or fingers. 


Infestation Spreads 


Such things as nervous h ab its 
are not due to worm s, as m any 
parents believe. However, w hen 
the condition is severe, th e young­ 
ster may have poor ap p etite an d 
even attacks of pain in th e a b ­ 
dom en, and perhaps lose w eight. 
To help in m aking a diagnosis, 
it is suggested th a t a piece of a d ­ 
hesive tape be placed around th e 
opening of the lower bowel and 
left in place for a day or so. If 
pinworm s are present, th e eggs 
m ay usually be found on th e tape 
when looked a t under a m icro­ 
scope. If worm s are suspected, 
this type 
of 
an 
exam ination 
should always be carried out in 
order to m ake a definite diagnosis. 
Various Drugs Used 
In treating th e condition, v a ri­ 
ous drugs have been em ployed, 
such as gentian violet; but, of 
Tile Infestation usually spreads c°urse, these preparations should 
• be used only under the directions 
of the physician. 
T he child’s fingernails should 
be clipped short; he should be 
tau g h t not to scratch, and to 
wash his h ands carefully before 
handling food or dishes.

6—Loans and grants-in-aid re­ 
served for those students who act­ 
ually need them and can demon­ 
strate their need. 
7—No recruiting by coaches, no 
p rosely ting or subsidizing, no try ­ 
outs or all-exp ense-p aid camp us 
visits, no lavish entertainment of 
p rosp ects, no extravagant p romises 
by alumni.
